‘There are 26 
speaking parts, mostly very small, but including Forbes, Mrs. Forbes, 
Rosina, Kerr, and Ainley among the principals, and a few twelve 
pounders among the others. A legion of extras is required, with costumes 
of great splendour and variety for a full Egyptian court and a Roman 
army. A sphinx costing at least £100 is one of the props; and a couple 
more statues of Egyptian gods figure prominently.

MS. copy, perhaps 
made especially for Sir Joshua Reynolds, who with Johnson and 
Burke is mentioned in the poem, differs in twenty-nine places 
from the edition printed from the “‘last version.” It has all the 
names in full, and “ Byrne” spelt “Burn” as in the first printing, 
but in all other respects is nearer to the second edition. There 
are a few erasures and corrections, but not more than it is 
reasonable to expect from an author copying his poem out from 
memory. ‘his is apparently the only manuscript of this poem 
known to exist and is one of the very few Goldsmith Manu- 
scripts in verse. Miss Balderston (1926) records oily seven 
literary manuscripts (in prose or verse) in Goldsmith’s hand- 
writing ; this one had not come to her notice.
